First step toward setting up a 
long-range city street paving pro­ 
gram was taken by the city coun­ 
cil last night at the city hall when 
the aldermen approved the p ur­ 
chase of a hot asphalt distribu­ 
tor to be operated by city w ork­ 
men. 
The distributor is an 800 gallon 
capacity tank equipped 
with a 
special spray car and power driven 
pum p to spread an asphaltic em ul­ 
sion or oil on the streets. 
It is to be mounted on a truck 
to be purchased by the city and 
used exclusively with the distrib­ 
utor. 
Costs $2343. 
The tank ano equipm ent which 
goes with it was purchased from 
a Kansas City firm for $2343. 
Mayor Joe 
Cravens 
told the 
council that by buying the equip­ 
ment and using city labor to op- 
Ci ate it the city could have most 
of the streets covered with a hard 
surface in a period ol five or six 
years. 
He said the city could lease a 
gravel pit near 
Dexter and pay 
five cents a yard for gravel taken 
from a pit. 
By using this 
gravel 
and the 
city-owned asphalt sprayer, he said 
the city could blacktop its own 
streets at a much lower cost than 
the present prices for the same 
job.

He 
pointed 
out 
Dexter 
and 
Mexico, Mo., 
w here long 
range 
plans have been put into effect 
and have resulted in more and bet­ 
ter streets in these communities. 
According to his plans, the coun­ 
cil would 
select a 
num ber of 
streets which would be improved 
over a year’s time. 
If the prop­ 
erty owners living on those streets 
were not opposed to the paving, 
it will be carried out on schedule. 
If more than 51 per cent of the 
property owners object, the street 
will be taken oft the list and a new 
one added. 
In commenting 
on the 
plan, 
Mayor Cravens said he thought 
that it would not only soon give 
the city a good hard surfaced net­ 
work of streets but w ith the new 
equipment, workers could do a 
better maintenance 
job on 
the 
present ones. 
Approves Paving. 
In other actions, the board ap­ 
proved the paving of East K ath­ 
leen from Maple to Elm streets and 
ordered special tax bills sent to \ 
the property 
owners 
along the 
street. 
Approved a bid of $2.25 per foot 
from W. J. O’Leary to blacktop 
Grove Avenue from Ranney 
Vernon. 
Passed an ordinance setting up 
a licensing fee 
for 
itinerant and 
traveling photographers who so­ 
licit business in Sikeston. 
The 
same measure covers the solicita­ 
tion in the city b,v local photog­ 
raphers.

The Veterans Administration has 
found that quite a few VA benefit 
paym ents have been made to vet­ 
erans who have been recalled to 
active military 
duty. 
George E. 
Seybold of the Cape Girardeau VA 
Office, said today. 
Included in these payments are 
subsistence allowances granted u n ­ 
der the GI Bill or Public Law 16 
(for the disabled) and compensa­ 
tion 
for service connected dis­ 
abilities. 
Under the law a veteran is not 
entitled to these payments once 
j he goes back into uniform. 
The reason payments have been 
j made improperly to some veterans 
back in uniform are simple, Sey­ 
bold said. “These veterans did not 
notify the VA they were back on 
active duty and, not knowing their 
status had changed, the VA con­ 
tinued to send them their checks. 
These overpaym ents must be re- 
j turned to the Government,” he em - 
j phasized. 
Veterans who know they are a- 
I bout to be recalled to active duty 
can easily avoid this mix-up. If the 
VA is notified immediately of the 
veteran’s change in 
status, 
the 
checks can be stopped light away 
and the overpaym ents avoided. 
Seybold explained that steps tak ­ 
en immediately by a veteran to 
get the overpaym ent 
cleared up 
might save future trouble and de­ 
lays for him. The check or checks 
should be returned immediately to 
the Veterans Administration Of­ 
fice where the veteran knows his 
records are kept. 
A veteran’s notification to the 
VA that he’s being recalled to ac­ 
tive military duty should include 
these facts: His “C” or Claim num ­ 
ber, his complete nam e and correct 
address, the amount of the VA pay­ 
ment he’s been receiving, what the 
paym ent’s for and the date he e x ­ 
pects to go back into the service.

First stop toward setting up a 


long-range city street paving pro­ 
gram was taken by the city coun­ 
cil last night at the city hall when 
the aldermen approved the pur­ 
chase of a hot asphalt distribu­ 
tor to be operated by city w ork­ 
men.

The Veterans Administration has 
found that quite a few VA benefit 
payments have been made to vet­ 
erans who have been recalled to 
active military 
duty. 
George E. 
Seybold of the Cape Girardeau VA 
Office, said today. 
Included in these payments are 
subsistence allowances granted un ­ 
der the GI Bill or Public Law 16 
(for the disabled) and compensa­ 
tion 
for service connected dis­ 
abilities. 
Under the law' a veteran is not 
entitled to these payments once 
he goes back into uniform. 
The reason payments have been 
made improperly to some veterans 
back in uniform are simple, Sey­ 
bold said. “These veterans did not 
notify the VA they were back on 
active duty and, not knowing their 
status had changed, the VA con­ 
tinued to send them their checks. 
These overpayments must be re­ 
turned to the Government,” he em ­ 
phasized. 
Veterans who know they are a- 
bout to be recalled to active duty 
can easily avoid this mix-up. If the 
VA is notified immediately of the 
veteran’s change in 
status, 
the 
checks can be stopped right away 
and the overpayments avoided. 
Seybold explained that steps tak- 
! en immediately by a veteran to 
get the overpayment 
cleared up 
might save future trouble and de­ 
lays for him. The check or checks 
should be returned immediately to 
the Veterans Administration Of­ 
fice w here the veteran knows his 
records are kept. 
A veteran’s notification to the 
VA that he’s being recalled to ac­ 
tive military duty should include 
these facts: His “C” or Claim num ­ 
ber, his complete name and correct 
address, the amount of the VA pay­ 
ment he’s been receiving, what the 
payment’s for and the date he ex ­ 
pects to go back into the service.
